N entire, Company. of the Enemies Sol- 
diers have deferred and are come to 
Paferano, with their Officer an Irifh- 
man.: Thefe Men were fome of his 
Royal Highnefs’s Troops that were feiz'd 
at San Benedetto, and who to avoid being confin'd 
as Prifoners! of War went into the French Service. 
A Party of the-French going to levy Contributions 
at Rovignano,‘féell into an Ambuth laid by the Pea- 
fants, who killd.a Collonel and 16 Soldiers, befides 
what they wounded and took Prifoners. Provifions 
for 5 days are diftribured to the French Garrifon in 
‘Ati, but ‘tis not known what Enterprize they have 
in view. 

From the Frontiers of Savoy, April 15. The French 
Troops are all retir’d out of Savoy without ftriking 
a Blow; as foon as they had Intelligence of the ap- 
proach of his Royal Highnefs’s Troops they decamp’d 
and. maich’d off. The Number of Men already ar- 
tiv’d in this Dutchy from the other fide of the Alps 
is 4000, and ’tis believ'd they will be follow’d by a 
‘like Number ; and we have juft now receiv'd Advice 
that the Regiment of Reding and fome orher Troo 
in number above 2000 Men, are come to Aiguebelle, 
by the way of the litrle St. Bernard. Tis reported 
Jikewife, that his Royal Highnefs’s Troops have nar- 
rowly mifs’'d feizing a French Convoy of feveral 
hundred Mules, that were going to the Milaneze 
under a Guard of 400 Men, who being inform'd our 
Men were coming upon them near Rumilly, made 
hafte to recover the. Bridge of Seiffel, where they 
pafs'd the Rhone and tontinued their March by the 
way of the Country of Gex. ee 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated April29. 

Turin, April 15. The Regiments that are march’d 
from the Dutchy of Aofte into the Tarantaife, under 
General Schulemberg, in their March took the Caftle 
of Sez and made the Garrifon Prifoners of War, viz. 
75 Soldiers, 7 Sergeants, 2 Lieutenants, and 2 Cap- 
tains, with theGovernour. In the Place were found 

150 Sacks of Meal, a certain quantity of Ammuni- 
tion, and fome Money; after which this General 
joyn’d the Baron de St. Remi, and the Detachment 
led by the Chevalier de Blagnac, to march together 
to fight the Enemies who were pofted at Aiguebelle ; 
but the Jatrer at fight of our Vanguard, march’d off 
in fome Diforder to the Fort of Baraux. In this 
‘March our Men took 200 of the Enemies Soldiers 
and 2 Officers Prifoners. *Tis computed that fince 
the Action at Chaumont the French have loft 800 
Men, and of ours only 40 were wounded and 12 
kill’d in all thefe Expeditions. The Count de Bri- 
anzon is gone hence Poft for England, with the Cha- 
raéter of Envoy Extraordinary. The Baron de St. 
Remi found in the Maurienne a Magazine of 2000 
Quinrals of Meal, and. a greater quantity. of Oats. 
The Garrifon of Montmeillan -has taken 22 Packs of 
Cloath which the Enemies were carrying into the 
Taranraife for cloathing their Infantry,
